The av ‘man would add ten years to his life 
cpan if he would apply as much common sense to the 
care of himself as he does to his automobile, Dr. Charles 
H. Mayo, famous surgeon’ of Rochester, Minn., told 
members of the Chicago Association of Commerce. 

“Surgeons cari do remarkable things,” he said, “but 
they cannot achieve miracles. Mother nature is’ after' all 
the greatest healer, and what we do is to give her all the 
/ .nan aid But why should 4 man who knows 
better ignore all the warnings that she gives him and 
ihen hape to be saved by the skill of science? 

.- How to Add Ten Years ! 

“We may now add at least ten years to life by per- 
ronal care if we begin young enough. A wise slogan is 
to “Have a Birthday Examination,” checking up at least 
once a year, ey twice a year, on.one’s physi- 
cal condition. The greatest secret of complete success 
in medical and surgical care is to catch a disease in its 
earliest: s There is scarcely. a human ajlment 
known which cannot be checked and _ in all probability 
cured if detected at the start. A physican’s work is like 
a fire department’s—get on the job before the blaze 
sweeps the house. ; 

“It. is beyond one’s comprehension why so. many 
people will give their motor cars the best of care, Keep 
ing a machine thoroughly oiled and cleansed, and wate 
ing for any rattle or engine knock, and yet neglect them- 
selves. 

“When anything goes wrong with the machine heey 
get it repaired immediately. They would no more thin 
of aed cheap, adulterated gasdline into it than 
molasses. 


Ignore All Warnings 

“Yet people eat the poorest kinds of foods, pay no 
attention to a balanced diet, gulping down or bolting 
their food in a ruinous way. . They won’t get the proper 
sleep and rest, they won’t relax, they pay little or no 
attention to symptoms that nature is hammering in their 
ears. They are dealing with a machine that in complex- 
ity and delicacy of adjustments compared to an automo- 
biles about like an automobile compared to a monkey 
wrench, 

“In this day and age man is not dying from conta- 
gious and infectious diseases, as in previous centuries, 
but because he fails to take proper care of himself, to 


to. nave himself ¢xamined for any incipient disease and 


then to heed the physicans warring. ‘I'he ‘result is that 
there is about .2,000 preventable deaths each day in the 
United States, the most frequent causes being cancer, 
heart disease, high blood pressure and kidney affections. 


Urges Care of Brain 
_ “But there are many things which can be added to 
the annual or semi-annual health inventory to make one’s 
life longer and happier. 
the brain as well as the body. 

“Besides beginning to take care of our health when 
we are young and keeping zealously at it, avoiding ex- 
cesses in eating and drinking, we should early acquire an 
avocation to maintain an interest in the world as the 
years pass by, prefererably an interest which will bring 
one into contact with nature. oo 

“In fact, it’s useless to prolong physical life if mental 
life does not keep apace.. Why should we make it pos- 
sible for a man to live to be 90 if his brain dies at 70? In 
institutions and homes we see many old people in their 
second childhood, merely vegetating, like trees, possess- 
ed of a strong body, but With a brain that is almost thro’ 
functioning. Much the same rules of nature and exer- 
cise, new interests and the like, will keep the brain alive 
and vigorous along with the body.” 

Public Confidence Won 

Dr. Mayo said that removing the mystery from 
medicine had won the confidence of the public, and that 
gradually the public was becoming educated to the need 
of preventive measures. He also stressed the fact that 
people who came of short-lived parents need not fear 
the bogey of early death; that if they gave themselves 
proper care they could live the normal span.

WORLD CROPS NOW BEING 
EXPORTED AND IMPORTED 


— 0i—— 


End of season exports from Aus- 
tralia and the Argentine are>dimin- 
ishing, as is usual at this time of the 
year. These are being replaced by 
Canadian and Russian sorts,‘altho’ 
Russian shippers are now said to be 
offering less freely. No doubt they 
are dissatisfied with the heavy al- 
lowance made at Liverpool on the 
poor quality of the arrivals, and it 
has been reported that British mill- 
ers refuse to buy any more Russian 
wheat on account of low protein and 
general poor quality. So a_ swing 
towards the import of larger quanti- 
ties of Canadian wheat is being indi- 
cated. The new Canadian crop suf- 
fered from hot dry weather but the 
protein value wag unimpaired. - Rus- 
sian exports so far arg no larger 
than a year ago, and only one-é¢ighth 
of what they were two years ago. 

One of the features of the German 
wheat market is the reduction of 
imports which in the preceding sea- 
son amounted to 250,000 tons. This 
year the import figure will be com- 
pensated nearly ty the export of 
home-grown wheat. 

Some wheat has cleared from 
Balkan countries and exports from 
here may increase later in the sea- 
son as production improved this 
year, 

Brazil has taken fair quantities of 
Argentine wheat lately; in fact, dur- 
ing the ‘nine months January to 
September she ‘took 21,883,000. 

Present import situation in Chili 
appears to be of a somewhat transi- 
tory character but occasional im- 
ports can be expected. However, 
even with an improved comparative 
advantage relation between wheat 
and other crops, large export  sud- 
pluses’ are not very likely and for 
sometime a production approximate- 
ly equal to meet domestic require- 
ments seems most probable. 

Buying by importers has 
limited to small quantities 
various parts of tHe world, principal- 
ly from Canada| where the best 
wheat is procurable at very reason- 
able prices. '

We have no particular desire to enter fnto any extended controversy 


_ with ‘The Financial Post, and it is gratifying to note the much more’ moder- 


ate tone of its later article and the almost apologetic manner in which it 
seeks to defend its attitude. Nor does it repeat its advocacy of the complete 
abandonment, of the route. However, it does continue: to belittle it and to 
argue that it is economically unsound and cannot ever hope to be a success. 
It repeats its unsupported charge that the building of the railway was 
“a plain otdinary contractors’ racket from the’ beginning,’ and that “it 
should have been opposed by all good citizens,” wherever resident in Canada. 
The Hudson Bay Railway was not a contractors’ racket: Some of the old 
Mackenzie and Manni enterprises, nobably the building of a line paralleling 
the C.P‘R. around the north shore of Lake Superior, might be so designated 
perhaps, but it was riot a group of contractors but the people of Western 
Canada who demanded the building of the Hudson Bay Railway. Some money 


“no doubt was.wasted in switching the original route from Churchill to Nel- 


son, but sound business reasons alone influenced the switch back again to 
Churchill. Not: racketeering tontractors, but the best harbor expert in the 
world was responsible for that change. And once that change was decided 
upon the railway was built with » maximum of speed and efficiency and at a 
minimum of cost. Possibly The Financia) Post iq a better citizen than more 
than a million people resident west of the Great Lakes,”but we are not pre- 
pared to admit that all these people are not “good citizens,” as ‘The Post 
implies is the case. 

The Post, in its latér article, has this to say: ‘The truth of the matter 
is that the opening up of the Hudson Bay route has not attracted any meas- 
‘urable volume of traffic on a purely economic basis. A certain amount of) 
grain has gone out in each of the past two years because of the remission of 
a major portion of the fees that the Government should be woltecting for that 
traffic.” ' 

As pointed out in our former article, and as The Post must admit, and 
does admit, the route has been only two years in operation. Those two years 
were in the midst of the greatest depression the world has ever known. They 
were two years of greatly reduced crop production in Western Canada due 
to drouth. They were years of abnormally low prices for wheat. In every 
respect they were not normal nor average years. The Financial Post knows 
all this is true, but disregards it. 

How great a tonnage, it may be asked, passed out of the port of Montreal 
in its first two years following the Government's decision to make it a real 
ocean port? Did, or did not, the Government offer inducements ‘to encourage 
shipping in and out of that port in the years of its infancy? How many mil- 
Tions of dollars were spent before the shipping world finally recognized the 
feasibility of the St. Lawrence route and a nocean port a thousand miles 
from the open sea? Doés the Financial Post now think that the port of 
Montreal should have been ‘completely abandoned” two years after its incep- 
tion? 

All the West asks is that The Financial Post, and other eastern inter- 
ests like it, be fair. With much that The Post says about dinky little harbors, 


‘wharfs and canals scattered here and there all over Eastern Canada, we are 


in agreement. But the great Hudson Bay route cannot be listed in the same 
class with them. 

On page 2 of the same issue of The Post in which its later article on the 
Hudson Bay routé appears, there is printed a.degpatch from its special 


correspondent at Ottawa in which the fact is noted that owing to drouth. 


there is a serious lack of water in the lower St. Lawrence canals, the port of 
Montreal, and the ship channel to the Gulf. The Post despatch says: 
only a fraction over 27 feet of watef in the harbor, the port authorities at 
Montrea! are extremely worried. Ships may have to restrict their cargo and, 
perhaps, cancel bookings to Canada’s premier port.” The Post despatch 
continues: 

“This is not a pleasant prospect. But there is little that can be done 
about it right now. Shipping circles are putting up a vigorous demand for 
remedial works ¢o control the flow of water down the St. Lawrence and thus 
ensure adequate depth for navigation. The Government is ready to carry 
out a conservation policy but there is a conflict of opinion as to hcw the 
work should be done, It is thought likely that a commission will be appointed 
and the report acted upon next year.” 

Even at this date, does: The Post think the port of Montreal! should be 
abandoned as “a hybrid of a white elephant and a political sacred cow?” 
Does it feel that this continuous dredging from year to year at the expanse 
of the taxpayer should be stopped? Does it, or does it not, favor the expend!- 
ture of more millions in order to ensure adequate depth of navigation in the 
St. Lawrence. and the harbor of Montreal? Or 1s the St. Lawrence route 
from, say Quebec to Montreal, a “colossal failure?” 

The West takes no narrow view of this matter. Montreal is a great na- 
tiona! port. It must be maintained in its full efficiency at any hazard and at 
all costs. We believe all ‘good citizens”, wherever resident should, and wiil, 
adopt that view. If the St. Lawrence route after half or three quarters of a 
century of Governmental assistance still is in need of that assistance, let it 
be forthcoming. But why’dény similar assistance to the Hudson Bay route in 
the initial years of that route, and years marked by most abnormal and ex- 
tremely difficult economic conditions the world over?
